How organ donation changed 
the life of a local businessman 


A well-known local 
businessman has told The 
GEM why he supports a new 
organ donation law that will 
come into force next year. 

Jay Patel, 60, is a familiar face in the 
Vale, as the owner of Downs Filling 
Station, on the A48 near Cowbridge, for 
over 30 years. 

Having been diagnosed with a kidney 
cyst in 2004, Jay developed kidney 
problems that required treatment by 
dialysis. 

It meant that three times a week, 
every week, Jay would attend the 
University Hospital of Wales for his 
four-hour-long dialysis sessions. It was 
an arduous regime. 

In August 2011, after more than five 
years on the transplant waiting list, Jay 
received the encouraging news that a 
kidney, which was a good match, had 


been found for him. Jay said: “ It was 
fantastic. I’d been in poor health for 
many years and was so pleased that I 
was going to receive a new kidney. I feel 
really blessed and grateful. It’s made a 
huge difference to my life.” 

Raised in Uganda, Jay came to Wales 
with his family in 1973 when he was 19 
years old, as a result of the expulsion of 
Asians under the dictatorship of Idi 
Amin the previous August. 

His family came to Cardiff and took 
over the filling station business some 
seven years later. 

Jay married his wife Jaysanti in 1978 
and a couple of years later they settled in 
Cowbridge. 

As a British Asian with Hindu 
background, Jay is well aware of the 
shortage of black and minority ethnic 
organ donors. His new kidney came 
from a white male, whose family chose 
to remain anonymous. 


He explained: “There’s nothing in the 
Hindu religion that prevents people 
from donating organs, or in any other 
religion for that matter. 

“My wife was willing to give me one 
of her kidneys, but she wasn’t a suitable 
match for me. 

“I think people’s unwillingness to 
donate is due to misguided concerns 
about the after-life. I can’t agree with 
that and think you need to focus on the 
life you have now. 

“A lot of people in Wales and the rest 
of the UK are suffering, needing new 
organs. 

“I’m glad the Welsh Government is 
bringing in a new organ donation law. 

“More needs to be done, especially 
within the ethnic community, to raise 
awareness of organ donation and 
encourage people to support donation. 

“I’d like to see organ donation being 
talked about more openly. Cancer was 


once a taboo but public attitudes have 
been changed over recent years. I’d like 
to see that happen for organ donation.” 

New organ donation legislation will 
come into force in Wales on December 
1, 2015. 

Thirty-five people died last year in 
Wales waiting for an organ donation. 
The new legislation aims to create the 
conditions for an increase in the number 
of organ donors through the 
introduction of an ‘opt-out’ system. 

Under the new system you will be 
able to be a donor by either registering 
a decision to opt in, or by doing nothing 
at all - in which case consent will be 
deemed given. Those who don’t wish to 
be a donor, will also be able to register 
that they want to opt-out.

Cowbridge and Llantwit will be 
focus of rural transport bus trial 


ANEW £100,000 
Welsh Government 
trial scheme to 
improve rural bus 
transport will be 
set up in the 
Cowbridge and 
Llantwit Major 
area. 


The plan is set to be 
discussed at next 
Monday’s meeting of 
the Vale Council cabinet 
(May 12).

£100,000 will be spent 
as follows:

• £17,000 for the 
driver.

£6,100 is allocated for 
vehicle maintenance 
and marketing. 

The aim of the 
project is to - 
coordinate the transport 
for mainstream school 
pupils eligible for free 
transport, for those 
persons transported by 
social services (on 
contracted vehicles), for 
those transported to day 
centres (on fleet 
vehicles), and for those 
wishing to gain access 
to exercise classes due 
to GP referral. 

The project also aims 
to provide extra 
community transport 
services.

Why let sleeping 
(LDP) dogs lie? 


R ecent gem items about 

Colwinston highlight the rural 
Vale crisis: we appear to have a 
Labour-dominated council seeking to 
maximise housing development in the 
villages. This is hardly a surprise given 
that Labour has no rural seats, but has 
key ones in the urban south-east. 

What is a surprise is the inertia of the 
Conservative opposition on the Vale Council. This 
is in stark contrast to opposition parties in 
neighbouring Cardiff, which are vigorously 
challenging the LDP of the Labour council. 

Here the Conservative opposition members seem 
to have a philosophy of let sleeping LDP dogs lie: 
keep their heads down, nod through Labour’s 
premature planning approvals in a series of Vale 
villages - and hope by the council election in 2016 
that Conservative voters in the south-east will have 
forgotten the previous Conservative council’s 
proposed massive LDP house-building schemes in 
their areas. 

The Conservatives should start standing up for 
the rural Vale, otherwise they may find in May 
2016, rural Conservative voters as unforgiving as 
those in the south-east in May 2012, which resulted 
in the Conservatives being thrown out. 

Standing up for the rural Vale means siding 
with villages which have received disproportionate 
housing allocations from Labour; resisting the 
various planning approvals Labour is pursuing to 
maximise housing in the rural Vale; supporting the 
case for the Llandow site to be developed; and 
ending their support for the abolition of settlement 
boundaries around villages they are meant to be

Mike asks why the 
development has no 
support with the 
planners, and I have a 
few thoughts on that 
subject. 

A council official 
stated in 2007 that 
"Current government 
guidance is that a new 
settlement is a last 
resort’. 

The consultants 
advising the council 
regarding options took a 
different view and 
wanted Llandow 
included as an option, 
but they were eventually 
dismissed by the 
council. 

Government guidance 
at that time did state: 
""New settlements on 
greenfield sites are 
unlikely to be 
appropriate in Wales,” 


but went on to say that 
they “should only be 
proposed where such 
development would offer 
significant 

environmental, social 
and economic 
advantages over the 
further expansion or 
regeneration of existing 
settlements.” 

I have no doubt that 
the latter part of this 
guidance has greater 
significance than a 
misinterpretation of the 
first part. 

I understand officials 
now emphasise the 
greenfield argument but 
given the amount of 
greenfield sites in the 
draft LDP, that excuse 
also lacks credibility. 

The development of 
Llandow Newydd would 
produce many 
advantages, including a 
new highway link, more 
choice for home buyers, 
less pressure on already 
over-developed urban 
communities, and a new 
railway stop - reducing 
the need for increased 
car journeys.

In part of the legal 
judgement, the judge 
categorically makes the 
point: “Planning 
judgement is a matter 
for the relevant planning 
authority, not the court”. 

With the overdue and 
growing public interest 
in the development of 
Llandow Newydd, it is 
worth taking some time 
to read this judgement. 

It was about behind 
the scenes events, and 
not whether this site 
should, or should not be 
developed.

Could cricket return to 
Wick village green? 


THE traditional 
summer scene of a 
cricket match on the 
village green could 
be returning to 
Wick after a gap of 
almost 10 years - if 
a group of 
enthusiasts have 
their way, writes 
PHILIP IRWIN. 

Matt Williams is one 
of those who is keen to 
see a revival and he told 
The GEM: “Cricket has 
been played in Wick 
since 1926, when Wick 
& District Cricket Club 
was formed. 

“Originally cricket 
was played on the old 
landfill site near Castle- 
upon-Alun, and then in 
1954 the village green 
was cleared of debris and 


bushes and became the 
home ground. 

“Cricket was played 
on the green for 52 years 
until, sadly, the club 
folded in 2006 following 
many successful seasons 
playing friendly and 
league matches”. 

He continued: “This 
year, two former players 
decided to try and re¬ 
establish this tradition. 
The nucleus of an 
enthusiastic committee 
has since started to form, 
and with the generous 
support of local people 
(with their many 
practical skills) and 
former players, it has 
excitingly become a 
reality. 

“Work is well under 
way on restoring the 
wicket, which is no small 


task after seven years 
without maintenance, 
into a playable surface 
again”. 

The intention is to 
play a small number of 
‘friendly’ matches in the 
first season; where it 
goes from there depends 
on the support the club 
receives. 

The first game at 
home will probably be 
played in early June with 
fixtures continuing until 
the end of August. 

Matt Williams added: 
“During the time cricket 
was played in the village, 
it had a very proud 
tradition and history, 
which was central to 
community activities in 
Wick. 

“Now, with the 
rejuvenation of the club, 
some of that sense of 
community can be 
restored, bringing 
together new and former 
players, supporters and 
helpers to once again be a 
part of Wick’s unique 
identity.” 

He added: “We invite 
anyone who is interested 
in either playing, or 
assisting in the running 
and support of the club to 
attend a meeting in the 
Lamb and Flag on 
Tuesday May 13, at 
7.30pm. No previous 
experience is required”.

UNION VOWS TO OPPOSE 
VALE LIBRARY PROPOSALS 


THE Unison union 
is planning to 
oppose proposed 
changes to libraries 
in the Vale. 

Although the Vale 
Council has said that 
nothing has been 
decided yet, and that 
there will be a 
consultation period, the 
union says staff are 
“alarmed” at the 
proposals. 

The Vale Council is 
proposing to replace 
paid staff with 
volunteers at four of 
libraries in the Vale - St 
Athan; Sully; Dinas 
Powys and Wenvoe. 

There are also 
proposals to reduce the 
opening hours of the 
remaining libraries. 

Phillip Carter, the 
Unison branch secretary 
at the Vale Council, 
said; “Staff and unions 
are alarmed at these 
proposals, which appear 
to be totally unrealistic 
and a significant step 
towards closure. 

“Those staff facing 
the loss of their posts 
have seen no evidence 
of how these proposals

will be implemented 
and how our libraries 
can be adequately 
staffed by properly 
trained volunteers. 
Temporary staff are also 
due to lose their posts, 
together with some 
administration 
positions. 

“Under the proposals 
other staff will have 
their hours cut and 
libraries will only open 
for six hours on a 
Saturday with no late 
opening hours. 

“Dedicated library 
staff have been left 
shocked and upset as 
this news emerged 
before these proposals 
had been officially 
discussed at the Vale 
Council cabinet meeting 
on Monday, April 28.” 

The Vale Council has 
said that Wi-fi and 
digital services will be 
extended. 

However, Mr Carter 
still had concerns in this 
area. He said: “Our 
libraries are not just 
used to ‘borrow books’, 
for some people they 
are the only access they 
have to the internet and 
they provide a valuable 
service in educating the 
young and old. 

“They are extremely 
important in the 
Government’s campaign 
to get jobseekers back 
to work by providing 
workclubs and advice 
on setting up their 
Universal Jobmatch

accounts. 

“A campaign is now 
building to defend our 
libraries and the jobs of 
our librarians. The irony 
of these cuts is that the 
Vale Council has very 
healthy reserves of over 
£40 million and could 
well afford to save our 
libraries and staff if 
they so wished.” 

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the Council, 
said: “The report 
considered at cabinet set 
out a number of 
important proposals to 
modernise our library 
services and ensure they 
remain a relevant 
community resource 
while also recognising 
the reality of ongoing 
pressures on Council 
finances. The proposals 
seek to protect rather 
than cut library services 
and include investment 
in buildings and 
services. 

“The council has a 
healthy relationship 
with the trade unions 
and are currently in 
dialogue with all 
relevant parties on this 
issue. For this reason, 
representatives of 
Unison should be aware 
that the reserves that 
they make reference to 
have already been 
allocated for specific 


projects or are 
provisions for 
anticipated projects. 

“It should also be 
confirmed that some 
reserves are Capital 
monies and cannot be 
used for wages. 

“We are currently 
operating in a very 
austere financial 
climate. This requires 
us to change the way in 
which services are 
being delivered and the 
review of the libraries 
service is part of this 
process. 

“No final decision 
has been made and the 
library review and the 
initial proposals have 


been referred for 
scrutiny by the 
Council’s Life Long 
Learning Scrutiny 
Committee. 

“Should any part of 
the strategy be approved 
then a process of 
consultation with both 
staff and the public will 
begin. The focus of 
consultation will be to 
seek to minimise any 
implication on jobs and 
terms and conditions. 

“The council has a 
strong track record in 
this area and we are 
confident that by 
working with staff and 
the relevant unions this 
will be maintained.”

Nocturnal bat and moth

TEN people 
suffering from life - 
threatening 
conditions living in 
Bridgend and the 
western Vale 
waited more than 
half an hour for an 
ambulance to 
arrive during 
March, according 
to Suzy Davies AM.

arrive. These are 
Category A cases which 
include heart attacks 
and strokes. In such 
cases, every minute 
counts and delays can 
be literally fatal. 

“The target response 
time for such calls is 
eight minutes, so 
waiting more than four 
times as long has got to 
have serious 
repercussions. 

“Ambulance response 
times in Wales are in a 
mess. In March, just 55 
per cent of ambulances 
arrived within the target 
time for Category A 
calls. The target is 65 
per cent but that target, 
which is the lowest in 
the UK, has only been 
met once in the past 21 
months. 

“And the main cause 
of ambulance delays is a 
lack of beds in our 
hospitals. The Welsh 
Labour Government has 
cut the number of beds 
by a fifth over the past 
decade and the result is 
A&E departments 
crammed with patients 
waiting to be admitted 
when there are no beds 
available and outside 
ambulances are stacked 
up - as many as 14 at a 
time, with patients on 
board whom they are 
unable to discharge into 
casualty departments. 

“Until the bottleneck 
in A&E departments is 
removed by putting 
more beds into 
hospitals, the ambulance 
situation will not 
improve. Welsh Labour 
has cut £800m from the 
Welsh NHS budget over 
the past three years and 
you cannot do that 
without the serious 
consequences which the 
people of Wales are 
having to live with. 

“People have already 
died because of delays 
in ambulance responses 


- how many more must 
be sacrificed before 
Labour starts spending 
the money needed to 
solve these problems?”

to the slightly lesser 
example of murderous 
sentient robots in I, 
Robot. 

Sadly, Transcendence 
finds itself closer to the 
latter than the former, 
the intriguing concept 
and argument of man's 
reliance on technology 
and the murky moral 
question of extending 
life artificially is wasted 
in a leaden film that 
fails to come to life, 
lacking in narrative 
propulsion and anything 
engaging. 

For a film about the 
value of life, it feels 
strangely lifeless. Jack 
Paglen’s script raising 
interesting points but 
failing to expand or 
resolve these into 
something worth 
watching. 

Instead, it simply 
meanders along in first 
gear with very little in 
the way of exciting 
moments or twists and 
turns; it’s very much a 
Roman road of a film, 
taking a straightforward 
route towards a 
conclusion that peters 
out. 

The themes that 
Paglen reaches out to 
are rich and ripe for 
addressing; how 
technology can both aid 
and hinder man, how 
much power you can 
grant to a machine, and 
what happens when 
technology becomes 
sentient. 

That he only really 
brushes over these is a 
waste of time, opting 
for something a lot 
simpler and lacking in

confrontation. 

The Rift group, the 
film’s big bad (or, 
possibly, good), 
seemingly dislike 
technology but use it to 
locate Computer-Will, 
making them a tad 
hypocritical, but their 
aims and intentions are 
never fully explained, a 
prime example of how 
Paglen’s intentions 
don’t match up to the 
actual realisation. 

The film also does a 
good job of wasting a 
talented cast, Johnny 
Depp laconically

Freeman and Cillian 
Murphy are all fine 
actors, but here are 
wasted in roles that 
require very little of 
them, in particular the 
latter two, who are 
seemingly there to boost 
the star power of the 
cast in rather humdrum 
roles. 

The most 

disappointing aspect of 
the film is Wally 
Pfister’s direction, 
which, rightly or 
wrongly due to his 
association with 
Christopher Nolan, feels 
Nolan-lite. The 
sweeping shots, the 
visual composition, 
even the colouring, 
feeling like somebody 
has opted to ape the 
director’s style. 

He aims for 
something epic yet 
intimate, but falls 
somewhere between the 
two; the scope is there 
in parts, while shots of 
flowers and dripping 
water may be artistic 
but serve little purpose, 
and in the case of the 
latter, only make you 
more conscious of your 


bladder. 

The overriding 
feeling of 
Transcendence is a 
wasted opportunity; 
wasted for Wally 
Pfister, whose talents 
will hopefully overcome 
this poor work, for Jack 
Paglen whose script 
lacks punch and depth, 
and for a cast who can 
deliver so much better 
when given something 
to work with - a shame, 
as it had the potential 
for so much more. 

VERDICT: 
Promising so much and 
delivering so little. 
Transcendence is a film 
that could and should 
have been so much 
better. The cast seem to 
be running on auto¬ 
pilot, the script raises 
intriguing questions but 
fails to answer them, 
and Wally Pfister’s 
direction has more than 
the air of his old 
employer Christopher 
Nolan - a truly botched 
effort. Poor.

“FOOD poverty is a scandal of 
our time - although the work 
of the Foodbank organisation 
should be applauded,” said 
Archdeacon of Llandaff, Peggy 
Jackson. 

She was proposing a motion at the 
recent meeting of the governing body 
of the Church in Wales which 
supported the work of foodbank 
organisation, while “deploring the 
social and economic conditions which 
have made foodbanks a necessity”. 

She said the words of the 
Archbishop of Wales at the opening of 
a recent local foodbank, “glad to be 
here, sad to be here”, aptly summed up 
how churches should feel about them 
and how they should respond to the 
situation of food poverty. 


“It is a scandal of our time that our 
economically-recovering wealth- 
creating society should at the same 
time have created a horrifying gulf 
between the rich and comfortable, and 
those we have condemned to a cycle of 
poverty.” 

One of the largest operators of 
foodbanks is the Trussell Trust, whose 
latest figures show that the number of 
people receiving help in Wales last 
year increased by 120 per cent and of 
those, 65 per cent were people who 
received only one voucher for one 
parcel of three days’ food. 

“Families are forced to approach 
foodbanks for help as a last resort, 
when the choice otherwise is between 
one of the loan sharks, or the family 
going hungry, “ said Archdeacon 
Peggy.

"Local press essential for 
democracy, and a voice 
for powerless in society’ 


L ocal newspapers, 
such as the 
Glamorgan GEM, 
are important in 
challenging the powerful, 
reporting news, and 
providing essential 
information to the local 
community. 

They can also reflect, and 
demonstrate, the importance of 
public action. 

With the arrival of social 
media it would be easy for some 
to see local journalsim as 
yesterday’s news but that would 
be a grave mistake. 

The news media has the ability 
to hold power to account, to raise 
public concerns, and give a voice

to the powerless. Local 
newspapers are a vital part of our 
democratic process. 

I well remember the battle 
raging about the plan to build a 
high density housing estate on 
Cemetery Approach. 

At the time, the council, who 
were to receive a considerable 
amount of money from the sale of 
the land, seemed to regard public 
concern as an irritant, brushing 
off community anxiety and 
protest. Despite Freedom of 
Information requests; a petition of 
more than 11,000 names; 
evidence that the land was open 
space; and many, many, written 
objections, the council was still 


determined to discount public 
opinion. 

The planning committee 
awarded permission through the 
chair’s casting vote before 
eventually overturning that faulty 
decision prior to the local 
elections. 

However, all this did not stop 
the momentum towards a public 
inquiry. 

Public opinion did eventually 
win the day when the housing 
developer withdrew from the 
process weeks before the inquiry. 

I believe The GEM and local 
media played a key role by 
regularly reporting events, asking 
questions of the council and the 
developers, and printing the 
many letters from members of the 
public.

Flying Vet is 
sent to jail 


Maesteg man 
is sentenced 
after attack 


MAURICE KIRK, the Vale 
‘Flying Vet’, is back behind 
bars. 

Mr Kirk, (68) who has lived at 
addresses in St Donats and Barry, 
was found guilty at Cardiff Crown 
Court of breaching a restraining 
order by making disparaging 
comments on the internet 
concerning Dr Tegwyn Williams and 
threatening to burn down his house. 

He was jailed for a total of 16 
months. 

While being sentenced via a video 
link from Cardiff Prison, Kirk 
continually interrupted Judge Rhys 
Rowlands and minutes before the 
end of the case, he walked away 
from the camera. 

Christopher Smythe prosecuting, 
said that Dr Williams had been 
“thoroughly harassed by Kirk’s 
activities”. 

Before being sentenced, Kirk 
insisted he wished to take legal 


advice about certain matters. 

“I want immediate 

adjournment,” he said. His 
application was refused. 

The Judge said that last May, 
Kirk breached the restraining order 
and threatened to set fire to Dr 
Williams’ home. 

“That threat was taken seriously 
by the Court,” he said. 

He added: “This is the second 
time you have been convicted of 
breaching the order. You 
deliberately flouted it, and your 
behaviour has had a profound 
effect. Dr Williams has had to 
relocate.” 

The Judge continued: “It is plain 
to me you are not in the least 
contrite and you believe you are 
above the law.” 

The Judge said that during the 
trial, his behaviour had been 
extraordinary and he appeared to 
view the law with “complete 
contempt”. 


Warning for Barry 
woman over drugs 


A MAESTEG man 
wbo attacked a 
teenager bas been 
jailed for three 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court . 

Leon Walker (37) of 
Greenwood Avenue, 
Maesteg Park, admitted 
causing actual bodily 
harm. 

He denied attempting 
to inflict grievous bodily 
harm with intent. 

That plea was 

accepted by the 

prosecution and the not 
guilty verdict was 

recorded. 

Walker, who had been 
remanded in custody, 
was immediately 

released.

Kolville said the victim 
suffered burns on his 
arm, caused by an 
electrical item. He had 
earlier shouted abuse at 
Walker. 

The boy suffered a 
“raw wound” and 
blistering. 

Walker’s counsel, 
Matthew Roberts, said: 
“He is not a man prone to 
violence.” 

Said Judge Philip 
Richards: “This boy 
suffered a very 
unpleasant injury. I’m 
not satisfied you fully 
intended to cause the 
injury, and I’m sure you 
feel great regret at what 
occurred.” 

He added: “You are 
not a saint, you have 
committed offences in

Man took drugs 
into Parc Prison 

AN inmate of Parc Prison, Bridgend, wbo 
was found in possession of a 
Class C drug bas been jailed for a year at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Lewis Addis (23) of Victoria Road, Penarth, 
admitted taking a prohibited substance into prison 
and possessing it. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said that at the time, Addis 
was serving a 64-month sentence for causing 
grievous bodily harm and for robbery. 

He was spotted by security staff and the following 
day when he went to the lavatory, a pack containing 
20 Suputex tablets were found. 

The drug, said Mr Trigg, was a heroin substitute 
and Addis said it was for his own use only. 

The 12-month prison sentence is to run 
concurrently with the 64-month sentence.

He added: “Next time, 
it’ll be straight down, 
got that?”

Man is fined 
for possession of 
cocaine in club 


SECURITY staff at 
a Bridgend 

nightspot detained a 
clubber wbo they 
suspected of 

possessing drugs, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court beard. 

Gavin Rees, 21, was 
searched by police 
officers and was found to 
have a quantity of the 
class A drug, cocaine, 
worth £70. 

Rees, a scaffolder, of 
Attlee Terrace, Maesteg, 
admitted possessing the 
drug and was fined £500 
and ordered to pay costs 
of £340. 

He was also said to be 
in breach of a suspended 
sentence for aggravated 
vehicle taking. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands 
told him: “Instead of 
watching your step that 
night, you were drunk 
and in possession of 
cocaine.” 


Prosecutor Jonathan 
Headington said Rees 
was detained by security 
staff at the Sax club, 
Bridgend, on February 
22 . 

At the time, he was 
drunk and was later 
found to have 0.6 
grammes of cocaine. 

He told the police: 
“It’s down my trousers,” 
and indicated it was for 
his own personal use. 

He was said to have a 
previous conviction for 
possessing drugs and to 
have been cautioned for 
possessing cocaine. 

His counsel, David 
Williams, said: “The 
suspended sentence had 
only 15 more days to run. 
He earns £350 a week net 
and has worked since the 
age of 16.” 

The judge said it 
would have been unjust 
to have imposed any part 
of the suspended 
sentence order. 


‘Mini-stroke’ 
awareness class 


STROKE nurses 
are inviting people 
across tbe ABM 
area to information 
sessions and blood 
pressure checks as 
part of Action on 
Stroke Month, 
which takes place 
throughout May. 

This year, nurses, 
together with the Stroke 
Association, are 
focussing on Transient 
Ischaemic Attacks 
(TIAs), commonly 
known as mini-strokes. 

Stroke co-ordinator 
Kath Roche explained: 
“Some people mistake a 
TIA for a funny turn but 
it isn’t - it’s a medical 
emergency. 

“TIAs are sudden, 
unpredictable and can 
last seconds, minutes or 


hours but never longer 
than 24 hours. One in 
12 people who suffer a 
TIA will go on to have a 
stroke within a week, 
usually during the first 
few days. 

“46,000 people have 
their first TIA each year 
and around 10,000 
strokes could be 
avoided if they are 
investigated and treated 
quickly. This is why it is 
so important for people 
to recognise TIAs.” 

The nurses will host 
their information 
session on May 12, 13, 
14 and 15 outside the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital’s pharmacy 
between 10am and 
12pm and 1pm and 
3pm.

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The vision behind St 
Quintin’s Cottage garden 


S T QUINTIN’S 
Cottage is a 
triangular 
shaped garden, 
which runs down St 
Quentin’s Hill 
beside the castle in 
Llanblethian. 

Originally an 
outbuilding of St 
Quentin’s House, it was 
converted to a cottage in 
the 1940s and the garden 
was divided into two. 

Probably in the late 
1940s, the garden 
belonging to the cottage 
was redesigned by Ralph 
Hancock, a Welsh 
garden designer, who 
had become 

internationally renowned 
since he was 
commissioned to design 
a garden for Princess 
Victoria in 1927. 

His fame grew 
throughout the thirties 
and forties when he built 
roof gardens for the 
Rockefeller Centre in 
New York and Derry & 
Toms in Kensington, 
London. 

He won several gold 
medals at Chelsea and in 
1948 he built the 



gardens at Twyn-yr- 
Hydd, Margam. 

To create a less 
formal ‘cottage garden’ 
at St Quintin’s, he 
brought in 

Westmoreland stone to 
give a ‘wild’ effect, with 
a series of rockeries and 
pools which cascade 
down the side of the hill 
to a wildlife pond at the 
foot of the garden, and 
stone paths linking 


flower gardens, lawns 
and shrubberies. 

An Italianate fishpond 
and fountain strike a 
classical note at the foot 
of wide stone steps 
leading to a sloping 
lawn, which overlooks 
the surrounding 
countryside. 

Although the formal 
design of the garden has 
softened over the last 65 
years, the essence of 


Hancock’s vision has 
been respected and may 
still be recognised in its 
sunlit terraces, shady 
pools and arched 
walkways. 

The garden is open on 
Sunday, May 25 for the 
NGS, between 2pm and 
6pm. Access is by 24 
steps and there is no 
wheelchair access.

Neighbours don’t like messy gardens next door

P eople spend, on average, four 
hours each week ensuring their 
homes are spick and span but 
remarkably, one in four people in Wales 
have never cleaned their garden, a study 
has revealed. 

The national survey of 2,000 garden owners, 
which was commissioned by Jeyes as part of its 
Great British Scrub Up campaign, also found that 
27 per cent of people in Wales have never cleaned 
their patio with one in three people quizzed saying 
they didn’t realise the importance of cleaning and 
disinfecting outside areas. 

A total of 63 per cent of people in the region also 
admitted they are unaware of harmful bacteria that 
could be lurking in their garden. 

Despite this, Welsh folk aren’t shy when it 
comes to rating their own ‘room outside’; 69 per 


cent of green-fingered home owners said they are 
proud of their garden with the average home owner 
having splashed out more than £1,000 on their 
garden since moving in. 

The survey also found that 42 per cent of people 
in Wales said they feel annoyed if their neighbour’s 
garden is a mess with 40 per cent admitting to 
regularly having a sneaky peak over the fence to 
see what their neighbours have been doing with 
their garden. 

Dr Clare Jackson, research and development 
director at Jeyes, said: “This survey has thrown up 
some really interesting findings about the cleaning 
habits of people in Wales, especially learning that 
one in four people are missing cleaning outdoor 
areas that can harbour germs.”

It is a fact that pupil 
numbers are down at 
Cowbridge for this 
school year - but only 
by three pupils. As a 
result of this, the school 
has had almost £150,000 
slashed from its budget.

steady rise and pupil 
numbers are expected to 
rise again for the coming 
school year. 

Ultimately, there 
doesn’t appear to be any 
consistency and it is 
only right that residents 
get the chance to judge 
these figures for 
themselves.

body to avoid any joint 


problems. 

By running off-road 
also helps to maintain 
and build strength in the 
foot and the ankle as 
they both have to work 
much harder to keep 
balance on the uneven 
terrain. 

Off-road running is a 
lot of fun as it takes you 
to places you normally 
would not go. It was 
great to watch Luca's 
smile grow ever larger 
with the collection of 
mud that was gathering 
on his legs. There is 
something very 
liberating about running 
straight through a puddle 
of mud. 

Eollowing our run, we 
spent ten minute 
practising yoga to help 
to stretch and calm the 
body ready for the day 
ahead. 

Gentle stretching, 
where each stretch is 
held for 30 seconds, is 
very important after a 
run as it helps the 
muscles to relax. This 
reduces soreness and 
allows the body to expell 
lactic acid far more 
effectively.

Regional AM says ‘A48 
in an appalling state’ 


TORY Regional AM 
Andrew RT Davies on 
Tuesday spoke in the 
Assembly of the 
“appalling and 
unacceptable” state of 
parts of the Bridgend 
to Cardiff stretch of 
the A48. 

He called for 
guidance from the Welsh 
Government over 
responsibility for the 
maintenance of major 
roads, including the A48. 

He also claimed that 
more needed to be done 
to repair and maintain 
the route. 

The A48 is a Welsh 
Government ‘trunk road’ 
meaning that they have 
ultimate responsibility 
for its maintenance. 
However, this is often 
contracted or delegated 
to local authorities. 

Mr Davieshas asked 
for a statement on the 
arrangements between 
the Welsh Government 
and the local authority, 
with particular reference 
to the stretch between 
Bridgend and Cardiff. 

Mr Davies said: “The 
A48 is a key gateway 
between Cardiff and the 
Vale, serving one of 
Wales’ busiest 
commutes. In some 
stretches the road is an 
appalling and totally 


unacceptable state. 

“The large potholes 
on the A48 could lead to 
dangerous accidents if 
left to decline further as 
well as long term 
damage to vehicles. 

“Like many other 
Vale residents I use this 
road on a daily basis to 
get to work and it is 
clear that large sections 
of the A48 need 
extensive work. 

“A considerable sum 
of public money was 
spent on controversial 
changes to the traffic 
lights at the Sycamore 


Junction, but it is clear 
that greater investment 
needs to go into 
resurfacing. 

“The Bridgend to 
Cardiff section is 
particularly bad and it is 
pretty clear that its 
upkeep has been 
neglected in the last 
couple of years.” 

The Business Minister 
has said that the Welsh 
Government will be 
issuing a written 
statement in the near 
future.
